‘GOOD BOOKS” 


A survey of the great vol- 
ume of new books that make 
their appearance annually is 
apt to be a little bit discouray- 
ing.

Each year is marked by the 
erection of a few more silos in 
the Prairie Provinces but un- 
fortunately the number is not} 
as large as is warranted by the 
success which attends ‘their 
use. At the Dominion Experi-| 
mental Station, Lacombe, Al- 
berta, three general types of 
silos, the above-ground, the pit 
and the trench, have been used 
for a number’ of years with! 
such excellent results, that we 
have no hesitation in recom- 
mending them to anyone keep- 
ing a number of live stock. 

The above-ground wood 
stave silo gives satisfaction as 
far as it can be given in this 
climate of cold winters. Freez- 
ing is the great drawback. 
Where it is built in the open 
excessive freezing can be pre- 
vented by blowing a_ straw 
stack around it at threshing 
time and the straw can be used 
for bedding in the spring and 
summer. A _ silo 16 feet in 
diameter by 36 feet high holds 
about 150 tons of feed. 

In sections where the water 
line is far below the surface of 
the soil pit silos might be used. 
They are no easier to fill and 
more difficult to get the en- 
silage out of since a hoist must 
be used, but they have the ad- 
vantage of being easy to con- 
truct since the farmer’s main 
outlay will be in the form of 
labour and the ensilage does 
not freeze.
